Besides the Alpena men and Stone, those 
who are said to have figured as*principals in 
the illegal transactions are the members of 
Elkins & Co. of Prineville and of BE. Dorgan 
& Co. of Albany. Other men whose names 
are mentioned, although in many cases men 
of considerable capital and prominence, 
served in the alleged scheme in subsidiary 
eapacities, such as procuring men and women 
who were to file on the claims. 


Over 400 Claims Involved. 

Over 400 claims taken under the timber 
and stone act of congress are involved in the 
alleged plan to steal the wealth producing 
forests of the country. Of this amount 150 
are mentioned specifically in the indictment 
returned by the grand jury through the ef- 
forts of District Attorney Bristol and Special 
Inspector Thomas B. Neuhaussen. 

The térritory which the men are accused 
of trying to gobble up, in disregard of the 
federal statutes, is one of the richest timber 
sections of Oregon: Nearly the entire area 
is covered with most excellent yellow pine 
timber. Placing the low estimate of 2,- 
000,000 feet to the quarter section, the land 
would be worth at least $2,000 a claim, or 
$800,000 for the land involved. 


Alpena Men Deny Guilt. 

Alpena, Mich., May 6.—[Special.J—F. W. 
Gilchrist, Ralph Gilchrist, and Patrick Culll- 
gan all deny that they know anything of the 
land frauds in Oregon, in connection with 
which they are charged with conspiracy. 
Ralph Gilchrist was in Oregon this spring 
and bought! some land, but his father de- 
clares all was correct and proper. 

James McPherson, said to be of Alpena, is 
unknown here. 

The elder Gilchrist has been identified with 
the lumber business since 1867, when he came 
to Alpena from Cleveland, where he had en- 
gaged in work about the lumber yards, fol- 
lowing his leaving college in Oberlin, O. 

He always has had the respect of his fellow 
townsmen and, it is said, never has had an 
enemy. A statement which tan be made 
of few men who have had business suc- 
cesses as large as Gilchrist. 

In 1870 Mr. Gilchrist entered the lake trans- 
portation business and soon established the 
Gilehrist Transportation company, the sec- 
ond largest ‘owreér of vessels on the great 
lakes. 

His Other Interests Are Large. 

Later the Rust-Owen Lumber company of 
Drummond, Wis., was organized. Gilchrist 
also is interested in the Three States Lumber 
company and the M. E. Smith Lumber com- 
pany, both of Cairo, Til. 

He is president of the Alpena National 
benk, principal owner in a cement manufac- 
turing plant, one of the targest of its kind in 
the country, and is engaged extensively in 
the beet suggr business. 

Giichrist has three sons—Frank R., treas- 
urer of the transportation company; William 
A., and Ralph BE. The last twoare connected 
with the lumber business, and Ralph is ac- 
cused, together with his father, of complicity 
ir the Oregon land frauds,

CLUBMEN WILL BE PREY. 


All Husbands Must Stay Home at 
Night; Mayor Balks at the Idea. 


Bayonné, N. J., May 6.—[Special. —Unless 
some other city beats it to the wire, there 
will redound “ to the everlasting glory ”’ of 
this city the credit of organizing the first 
foree of paid and uniformed policewomen. 
Mrs. Julia Goldzier is the originator of the 
plan. It will be put up to Mayor Pierre P. 
Garven and the city council this week, when 
petitions will be presented to them. 

‘* Policewomen are bound to become an in- 
stitution in the whole civilized world,’’ said 
Mrs. Goldzier. ‘A little thought on the 
subject will disclose its possibilities of devel- 
opment. Immortal fame awaits the pioneer.” 

Mayor Garven says he is not. opposed to 
as much immortal fame as the head ofa 
municipality cam aequire with due humility, 
but he is uncertain whether Bayonne would 
applaud the spectacle of a delegation of 
“lady cops’”’ putting the laurel wreath on 
his brow. Tidings of Mrs. Goldzier’s plan 
had reached him and he said today: 

‘' This certainly is a tough proposition I’m 
up against. I don’t know just what action 
I shall take when the petitions reach me. I 
want time to think it over."’ 


Men’s Bad Habits the Cause. 

Mrs. Goldzier talked freely of her plans 
today in her home, at'26 East Forty-fifth 
street. “‘ Drinking, smoking, and spitting 
men” inspired Mrs. Goldgier with the idea. 
Her observations of municipal problems 
have taught her that Bayonne policemen are 
powerless to cope with the growing evils 
of Jersey applejack, clay pipes, and tar heel 
plhg. Hence, give policewomen a chance to 
show what they can do, 

Mrs. Goldzier is convinced that much will 
depend on the impression Bayonne receives 
when first the women police appear. The 
uniform is, therefore, of vital importance. 

Mrs. Goldzier says: “The helmet must be 
becoming, because even a policewoman would 
be absurd in a ridiculous hat. There will 
be no ostrich plumes or ribbons, of course, 
but a trim helmet with a star for ornament 
will become any face. The great coat, cut 
full, will reach just below the knee.” 


Divided Skirts Needed. 

“tT am convinced the divided skirt will be 
most sensible. The-policewoman will have to 
climb fences and cover ground quickly in the 
prosecution of constabulary duty and her 
uniform must not Incumber her. She will 
wear boots reaching to the knee, much like 
riding boots, and will carry a small but serv- 
iceable club. Brass buttons ‘will be used on 
the uniform.” 

“ Will there be any restrictions pertaining 
to the shoulders, waist line, or general con- 
tour of the figure?’ 

“Young man, I infer that you refer to the 
corset question,” said Mrs. Goldzier, severe- 
ly. “I have described all of the uniform .aat 
will be visible to the citizens of Bayonne.” 

Mrs. Goldzier says the policewoman shou.u 
arrest ‘‘ drunks,’’ burglars, disorderly per- 
sons, keep crowds moving, stop runaway 
horses, and do the thousand and one other 
things a policeman has to do. Much of the 
evil which makes a policeman necessary is 
laid by Mrs. Goldzgier to the door of intem- 
perance. : 

“ Men’s Clubs Bad; Women’s Good.” 

“ Men's clubs are bad for the men and for 
the children of men,” said Mrs. Goldzier.

H. W. Brolaski, a veteran steamboat man, 
who made a wager with John. Hay, Mar- 
shall Field, and Corwin H. Spencer, has won. 
The details of one of the most remarkable 
bets on record were learned two days after 
the demise of Corwin H. Spencer. 

The bet was made ata private dinner party 
on board the little steamer Corwin H. Spen- 
cer on May 27, 1904, where the quartet spent 
the evening on the river, near St. Louis... It 
was the occasion of the last visit of John Hay 
and Marshall Field to this city. be 

“Capt. Brolaski is the oldest and young- 
est man at the table,"’ said Corwin H. Spen- 
eer, when the subject of ages came up for 
discussion. 

** I’m 68,”’ interposed Capt. Brolaski, “ and 
I'll bet I live longer than any gentleman 
present.” 

At this time John Hay was 67 years old, 
Marshall Field 68, and Corwin H. Spencer 
53. 

“I'm good for twenty years more,” said 
John Hay, laughing. 

“I expect to reach the age of 100," added 
Marshall Field. 

“It is a bet, then,” retorted Capt. Bro- 
laski. ‘* Without venturing any money I'll 
be living when you three are dead and 
buried.’ 

There was a gerieral laugh and the distin- 
guished guests turned to another topic. 

Secretary of State John Hay died at New- 
bury, N. H., on July 1, last year, aged 66. 
years. Marshall Field died in New York on 
Jan, 15, this year, at the age of 70. Corwin. 
H. Spencer was buried at St. Louis yester- 
day. He was 55 years old, Capt. Brolaski is 
now 70 years old. 

“Ty have fulfilled the contract,” he said to-

Quayle’s sermon had consisted chiefly of a 
scathing arraignment of certain ideas which, 
in some quarters, have taken possession of 
the public mind, and a warning to his con- 
gregation to be on their guard against them. 


Rebukes Patrons of Mediums. 

Among other things the pastor assailed the 
principle of the open shop, the Elbert Hub- 
bard cult, and the mania forconsulting spirit 
mediums and palmists. 

“ The prosperity of the palmistry and spir- 
itualism industries,” said Dr. Quayle, “ fs 
a disgrace to the people of this age. That 
men and women living in the light of the 
twentieth century should -consult these 
fakers and pay them large prices for their 
supposed predictions and feats of materiali- 
zation is inconceivable, yet it is being done, 
and hundreds of people in Chicago are being 
muleted of hard earned wages. 

“It may seem preposterous to warn this 
congregation against such things, but I do 
not believe it is superfiueus. The manie is 
appearing every where.”’ 

After his closing prayer, Dr. Quayle turned 
aside to pick upa hymn book and at the same 
time the congregation was startled by hear- 
ing @ woman's voice coming from the center 
of the church. 


Denounced by Woman Critic, 

“I came here tonight,” said the woman, 
“to hear Dr. Quayle because I have heard 
so much about him. I am greatly disap- 
pointed in him, though, and I wish, here be- 
fore a good audience, to denounce him as an 
ignorant man who is talking on a subject of 
which he knows absolutely nothing.

It would 
be easy in any other country where party” 
lines are distinctly drawn to draw clear 
conclusions, by’ comparing the vote with 
that of 1902. Here this is impossible. 


Lessons of Balloting. ' 

There was no choice in one-third of the 
districts thus far reported. It seems safe to 
assume that the government will rétain con- 
trol of the chamber of deputies. Details and 
figures from various districts show this re- 
sult was produced by a curious conflict of 
cross currents, First, it is clear the country 
strongly approved the separation of church 
and state, and second, the great Increase in 
the socialistic vote which generally was ex- 
pected and which assuredly would have been 
polled if the election had taken place ten days 
ago, has not taken place. This is because of 
tne great resentment among M. Clemenceau’s 
socialist friends on account of his change of 
policy between the Pas de Calais outbreak 
and May 1. The loss In this directivn is mere 
than counterbalanced by gains among the 
general conservative elements of the popula- 
tion. 

The French people as a whole want peace, 
domestic and foreign. They became convinced 
during the last few days that the present 
régime is the best available means to this end. 
Hence they rallied to its support. It is too 
early to speak with entire confidence, but the 
present information points strongly to this 
canclusion. 


_. Blow to Militarists. 

There is every reason to believe bogs hope of 
the militarists to form a party of on- 
tented ex-officers has failed.

ULUS IN FIERCE BATTLE 


1, 500 BLACKS ATTACK BRITISH 
FORCE IN NATAL. 


Warriors of Famous Fighting Tribe 
Charge White Soldiers Up to the 
Muzzles 
Crescent Formation, but Are Rout- 
ed Because Rush Teok Piace Pre- 
maturely—Natives Lose GO Killed 
and Wounded, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

DURBAN, Natal, May 6.—A force of Zulus 
attacked Col: Mansel’s column near Cete- 
wayo’s grave today, but they. were repulsed 
with the loss of sixty killed and wounded. 
The blacks are estimated to have num- 
bered nearly 1,500. 

They were apparently advancing in their 
traditional crescent formation, intending to 
envelop Col. Mansel. About 200 of them 
attacked prematurély, charging Col. Man- 
sel’s advance guard almost to their rifle muz- 
zies. The charge completely failed, despite 
the fact it was made with characteristic Zulu 
bravery. 

Col. Mansel’s report says the steadiness 
of the Durban light infantry at the critical 
stage of the attack prevented the whites 
from sustaining serious casualties. Only 
three men were wounded. The native police 
attached to the mounted rifies behaved cour- 
ageously. Col. Mansel captured a quantity 
of cattle and burned several kraals. 


WOMEN IN TRAILING SKIRTS 
ANGRY AT GERM CRUSADE. 


Maidens and Matrons of ; Nordhausen, 
Germany, Claim Right to Wear 
Dresses with Long Trains.

BERLIN, May 6.—The order of the author- 
ities of Nordhauseéen forbidding women wear- 
ing trailing skirts within the boundaries of 
the town on the ground that they scatter 
germs and are a public nuisance has resulted 
in an angry controversy. The police have 
been. ordered to arrest all offenders, who 
will be liable to a fine of $8 for the first of- 
fense. Obdurate répeaters will be liable to 
imprisonment.

4,000 PHILADELPHIANS SUBMIT TO 
OPERATION. 


Fifty Physicians, Reinforced by 500 
Policemen, Descend on Section of 
City at 4 O'Clock a. m. and 20,000 
People Are Examined — Many Are 
Caught in Bed and Church Services 
Are Prevented — Object Is to Pre- 
vent an Epidemic of Smalipox. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 6.—[Special. ]}—Five 
hundred policemen, accompanied by a medi- 
cal corps of fifty, the latter headed by Dr. 
Coplin, director of the department of public 
health, descended upon. one of the densely 
populated sections of this city today, and. 
after placing the entire section under quar- 
antine, proceeded to vaccinate ali persons 
who had- not been inoculated. 

About forty-five square yards of the city 
were for- ten hours +i ted from the rest 
and during this time 20,000 people were ex- 
amined, of whom 4,000 were vaccinated. The 
action was taken to prevent the spread of 
smalipox, two cases of which have de- 
veloped in the district invaded. 

Much of the quarter is occupied by negroes, 
although one end contains a population of 
the better sort. 


Clattering Hoofs Warn People. 


While the physicians were at work: con- 
fusion reigned. A half dozen churches were 
prevented from holding morning services. 

It was 4 o’clock in the morning when the 
raid of police and surgeons began. ‘The 
section invaded is bounded*hy Bainbridge, 
Christian, Eleventh, and Broad streets. The 
clattering of the hoofs of the horses. of 
mounted policemen and the rumbling of 
patrol wagons gave the residents their first 
warning that something unusual was going 
to happen. Putting their heads out of win- 
dows, they found the streets filled with 
bluecoats and white coated doctors, each of 
the latter carrying a bag of instruments in 
his hand. 


No Time for Preliminaries. 


No time was wasted upon preliminaries, 
but a house to house visitation immediately 
began. In many instances people had not 
time to arise from their beds before the phy- 
sicians were at their side with virus. All 
had to submit to the ordeal, and if objection

“There is a general condemnation of the 
action of the directors of the Traders’ ir 
throwing the company into the hands of a 
receiver’ on this account.

The failure of the Traders’ to secure a re- 
insurance contract, it is stated, will algo be 
regarded as ominous by other insurance com- 
panies which have heavy liabilities as a 
result of the San Francisco conflagration, 


States Want Figures. 


Another cause for apprehension on the part 
of some of the local Insurance companies is 
that the failure of the Traders’ will be fol- 
lcwed by a prompt demard by the insurance 
commissioner of Illinois and other atates for 
a complete statement of tneir assets and lia- 
rilities. | 

Aside from the Traders’ there were but two 
insurance companies in Chicago which are 
involved to any grea: extentin the San Fran- 
c:sco losses. One is the Calumet Insurance 
company, 153 La Salle street, organized two 
years ago with a capita’ of $500,000. The 
other is the.German N»tional, with offices 
glso at 153 La Salle street The German Na- 
tional’s labilities in the burned district of 
San Francisco amount to around $800,000, 


Companies to Pay Claims. 


Officers of both companies said yesterday 
they would pay every dollar on the San Fran- 
cisco claims without embarrassment. 

“We have the nerve and the money and 
that is all that is necessary,” said a repre- 
sentative of the Calumet Insurance com- 
pany. 

‘Immediately after the conflagration, 
when the company learned the extent of its 
liabilities, it sent out letters to all of its 
agents assuring them it would pay dollar for 
dollar, and: as a consequence the company 
has been securing a lot of desirable new 
business. Stockholders have repaid their 
capital stock of $500,000, which will give us 
a fund ample to pay alllosees. Fortunately, 
the company is in the hands of practical in- 
surance men.”’

FIVE MEN. IN PISTOL FIGHT; 
TWO DEAD, ANOTHER DYING. 


Two Brotere Start In to %Clean Out’ 
Saloon at New Point, Ind.,.and Both 
Are Killed. 


Greensburg, Ind., May 6.—[ Special. ]—New 
Point, six miles east of this city, was the 
scene of a desperate pistol duel this even- 
ing, in which five men were engaged, two 
of them being killed and a third one mor- 
tally wounded. 

Pleasant and Winfield Land, brothers, went 
to a saloon kept by Jeff Williams and his 
brother, Garfield, early in the evening, and 
began a quarrel with the proprietors, but 
were induced to leave.

Séveral pistols were then 
turned on his brother, Winfield, who received 
a bullet in the head and started from the 
saloon. He fell after walking a few fect 
and died. One bullet from his revolver, how- 
ever, had struck Jefe Williams in the cheek 
and, ranging upward, buried itself in his 
brain, making a mortal wound.

The yacht which ‘overturned the fowbay 
was launched yesterday on the lagoon, be- 
tween Sixty-third and S‘xty-seventh streets, 
Charles Rattery, the man at the wheel, had 
dificuity with the.machinery soon after the 
first trip began, and announced his intention 
of having the craft laid aside for repairs. This 
statement no sooner had been made to a man 
standing near him, when ihe rowboat crossed 
the bow of the yacht. Rattery gave the 
wheel a turn, but the boat failed to respond, 
and with a crash the boys were upset in the 
water, eighteen feet deen at this place. 

Several persons sprang into the water to 
aid the boys, but the latter were drawn under 
the boat, apparently beyond reach of help, 
The policemen passedithe swimmers in a 
rowboat, and with the aid of passengers on 
the yacht drew the boys to safety.

Armed with a petition signed by more than 
200 citizens of the Twenty-fourth ward, the 
friends of! Mrs. Hudson H. Kellogg, 402 
Chestnut street, will attend a special meet- 
irg of the small park commission in the city 
lall this afternoon to asx that she be con- 
tinued as superintendent of Green Bay park, 
a triangular: flower and grass plot at Cassa, 
Rush, and Chestnu’ streets. 

The.meeting will be beld to settle a dispute 
between Mrs. Kellogg and Paul Rapp, city 
superintendent of stall parks, both claiming 
the right to supervise tne little park. The 
trouble arose last week, when Rapp informed 
Mrs. Kellogg that he wus in charge of the 
plot. She objected on the ground that she 
practically had founded the park and had 
been its superintendent for sever years. 

Mrs. Kellogg entered a protest with the 
city officials and asked that a special meeting 
of'the commission b: held to decide the mat- 
ter... Her friends all agreed to: stand by her 
and got up a petition to present to the com- 
missioners. 


Unsightly Spot Is Beautified. 


Mrs. Kellogg's residence faces the park. 
When she came to Chestnut street to live, 
eight years ago, the triangle was an unsightly 
area of mudholes and rubbish.’ She went to 
the superintendent of parks and asked if she 
might help to make the spot intoa park. She 
was so enthusiastic and so eager to beautify 
tne neighborhood that a gardener was fur- 
nished her and permission was given her to 
improve the ugly place. 

In 1901, after she had accomplished much 
toward making the triangle a pretty plot of 
grass and flowers, F, W. Blocki, who was 
then commissioner of public works, formally 
appointed her supérintendent of the park in 
appreciation of her efforts. Mrs. Kellogg 
was instrumental in securing on attractive 
iron fence 3 the plot and she worked many 


hours a day to improve the place. Under 
her constant care the park soon became the

The United | States cruiser Minneapolis 


stood by and saw the Rhode Island pulled 
from shoal water at 6:80 o'clock, and would 
have taken a hand in the proceedings but 


for the inability to get a hawser aboard the. 


battleship. 

When naval tugs reached the atranded 
warship, after a thirty mile run from the 
Norfolk navy yard, they found the Rhode 
Island’s nose poked high on the bar at the 
eastern entrance to York river. 

Early this morning the cruiser Minneapo- 
lis endeavored to get.a line aboard the 
Rhode Island's stern, with the assistance of 
the naval tug Uncas. In maneuvering the 
Uncas was in collision with the Rhode Island 
and carried away part of its rail. Later the 
Mohawk went aground alongside the Rhode 
Island while passing a hawser aboard the 
vessel, but eventually got afloat. 


Efforts at High Tide Futile. 


The efforts to float the Rhode Island at high 


tide this morning were futile. At low tide to- 
day the fact was disclosed that the battle- 
ship was drawing twenty-four feet of water 
aft and eighteen forward. Water was pumped 
from the forward tanks aft and every piece 
of portable material was shifted, from the 


forward part of the ship with a view of light- |" 


ening that quarter. 

This afternoon the naval tugs tandemed 
for a strain at the battleship at high tide. 
Their efforts were successful. The Rhod+ 
Island then dropped anchor in the mouth of 
the York river and will come to Hampton 
roads tomorrow morning. 

It is believed the course of the warship was 
laid too far to the eastward in entering the 
York river. 

The Wahneta, Mohawk, and Hercules re- 
turned to the navy yard tonight, leaving the 
Uncas standing by the Rhode Island. It is 
not known tonight the extent of the injury 
to the ship. 

It develops that no native pilot was taken 
aboard the battleship when it entered the 
capes. 
but refused. No other pilot would have 
undertaken to take the ship to York bay. 


Goes Ashore at High Tide. 

The battleship i@ supposed to have paseed 
in the Virginia capes at 4:40 o'clock yester- 
day morning. It took it probably three hours 
to get from the capes to the point at which it 
ran aground, and if that be true, it went 
ashore at high tide water. 

There was fair weather at York Spit yes- 
terday morning and no sea wasrunning. The 
wind at Cape Henry at 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning was blowing from the southwest, 
four miles an hour. 

The Rhode Island is commanded by Capt. 
Perry Garst. It is his first battleship to com- 
mand,- Capt, Garst has had nearly forty- 
three years’ service in the navy. Of this 
period he served twenty years in sea duty. 
He served one year and five months under a 
commission commander. Prior to taking 
command of the Rhode Island when it was 
commissioned recently he had been on shore 
duty since February, 1902. He became a 
captain in June; 1904, and the Rhode Island 
was his first command under commission. 


Court of Inquiry to Investigate. 


A court of inquiry will be appointed to as- 
certain the cause of the accident and report 
whether further action should be taken 
against any one who may be responsible. This 
court, usually appointed by the commanding 
officer of the fleet or squadron, will, in the 


._present case, in all probability be named by 


the secretary of the navy, as the Rhode 
Island had not yet been attached to any 
squadron, but was merely out for a shake- 
down. If the court of inquiry finds any of the 
officers culpable a court martial will be ap- 
pointed. 


IRRIGATION. DITCH OPENED. 


Water Turned Into First Section of 
Western Canal Which Will Re- 
claim 500,000 Acres.

ing without fear of another immunity bath, 
It must not be forgotten that the practices 
which Mr. Garfield ascribes to the Standard 
Oil company have long been a matter of 
common knewledge. It would be monstrous 
if the men who have béén guilty,of violating 
the law should escape punishment. 

“ But, besides punishing the guilty, con- 
gréss has another duty—that of making 
enactments which will prevent the develop- 
mént of another monopoly like the Standard 
OV. Mr. Garfield's report states that the 
Standard sells its products cheaper in a com- 
petitive territory than it does in a noncom- 
petitive territory. A bill I introduced a few 
days ago makes this practice a misdemeanor 
punishable upon conviction by a fine of not 
‘less than $500 nor more than $5,000, or im- 
prisonment for not less than thirty days or 
more than six months. The Garfield report 
in iteelf is a sufficient argument for the pas- 
sage of this bill, It is my intention.to urge 
the interstate and foreign commerce com 
mittee to report the bill mptly in order 
that action may be flee au the house at 
least before the end of the session. 


Attorney General Moody to Act. 

Attorney General Moody is out of town for 
a couple of days, but when he returns it is 
his intention to procéed with the preparation 
of instructions to the district attorneys at 
the points where service can be had upon 
the men and corporations accused of rebating 
and violation of the Sherman anti-trist law, 
with a view to having them secure indict- 
ments such as were obtained against the 
Sugar trust. 

It is proposed to follow the same policy as 
was observed against the latter corporation, 
that is to say, both the giver and receiver 
of rebates gre to be prosecuted. 

Whether Mr. Rockefeller will be named ip 
any.of the indictments.has not been deter- 
mined, as it is the understariding here that 
he has not been in active control of the ptand- 
ard Oil company for some time, perhaps be- 
yond the three year period fixed by the 
statute of limitations. 

It is stated authoritatively that the presi- 
dent and attorney general have nv intention 
of shielding any one, no matter how high 
placed he might be or what influence he may 
possess. It is the purpose of the administra. 
tion to demonstrate that the Dikins act and 
the Sherman anti-trust law are not dead 
letters, but that they are active laws which it 
is thé duty of the government to enforce. 

It ig the belief of the president that if one 
or two men high up in the business world who 
have been guilty of the crime of accepting 
or giving rebates or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade could be sent to jail further violation 
of the law would end. Of course, imprison- 
ment cannot be secured. under the Elkins act, 
which. merely imposes a fine, but the Sherman 
law declares that every .person who shall 
engage in a conspiracy .in restraint of trade 
or commerce shall be punished by a fine, not 
exceeding $5,000, or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year.

LIKES THE ALLISON AMENDMENT 


~ | President Roosevelt Reiterates His Posi- 


tion in Regard to the Pending 
Railroad Rate Bill. 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—President 
Roosevelt: today reiterated his views on rail- 
road rate legislation in a telegram sent to the 
legislative committee of the Pennsylvania 
state grange. The telegram follows: 

“ Washington, D. C., May 6.—W. F. Hill 
and members legislative committee, Pennsyl- 
vania state grange: Telegram received. I 
am happy to tell you that not only am I stand- 
ing on my original position as regards rate 
legislation, but it seems likely that congress 
will take this position, too. The Hepburn 
bill meets my views, as I have from the be- 
ginning stated. The Allison amendment is 
only declaratory of what the Hepburn bill 
must mean supposing it to be constitutional, 
and no genuine friend of the bill can object 
to it without stultifying himself. 

“In addition, I should be glad to get cer- 
tain amendments, such as those commonly 
known as the Long and Overman amend- 
ments, but they are not vital, and éven with- 
out them the Hepburn bill, with the Allison 
amendment, contains practically exactly 
what I have both originally and always since 
asked for, and if enacted into law it will 
represent the longest step ever yet taken in 
the direction of solving the railway rate 
Bap oars THEODORE ROOSEVELT.”

San Francisco, Cal., May 6.—The streets 
of the burned districts were thronged today 
wii® sightseers. Every train from nearby 
tow.is on the peninsula and every ferry boat 
in the bay counties was packed with people 
eager to get their first glimpse of the city’s 
devastation, and almost every third person 
carried a camera or kodak.

Dr. Dudley téld‘the members of the board 
of education at a recent meeting that he was 
tired of Chicago's “I will,” and hence felt 
himself justified in opposing & grant of per- 
mission to a publisher to furnish the schools 
without charge with copies of a song em- 
bodying that sentiment, “ We don’t want 


| any song with the words ‘Chicago says I 


will’ in the public schools. Chicago has 
gained the reputation of being the most 
bumptious city in the world, and this repu- 
tetion has made the city a laughing stock 
everywhere.” 


Now bumptiousness implies something of- : 


fensive in self-asgertion, a forward pushing 
which is disagreeable, and if this element 
be added to the natural boastfulness of the 
American, which unfortunately shows it- 
self on many inopportune occasions, it is not 
difficult to make a good trait appear as an 
evil one. If Chicago’s “I will’? means only. 
brag and bluster, then the sooner it is rele- 
gated to the rear the better. Itis question- 
able whether the history of, the city will 
bear out such an interpretation of a popular 
motto. There is a pushing spirit which is 
inspiring rather than offensive. There ie a 
just pride which every citizen may have 
without giving ground for unfriendly criti- 
cism. In that sense “I will” might well 
be taught to the children in song and made 
a motto for daily living. 

The average citizen feels that Chicago is 
a great city. He realizes that it has grown 
great against adversity. Nature did not 
give. it a sightly location, but it raised itself 
out of the swamp and the dull monotony of 
the prairie level. A disastrous fire swept 
a large part of it from the landscape and 


carried with the buildings the savings of 


years. It was the indomitable will of its 
people that made its rebuilding possible. 
Again and again it has had matters pre- 
sented for action and each time it bas sur- 
mounted difficulties and achieved abundant 
success, In every such case the marked 
feature has been the spirit of the people, 
which could not be phrased better than in 
the words “I will.” The facts of the his- 
tory of half a century are back of the motto, 
and when those facts are recalled no one 
with justice can laugh at Chicago, 

The population of the city is changing 
repidly. Each year many young men are 
coming here to make their fortunes in busi- 
ness, in law, in medicine, in many a walk of 
life. They catch the spirit of the older resi- 
dents. They quickly learn to take pride in 
the development of their adopted city. They 
gain much inspiration from the thought that 
“I will” has been the motto of the past. 
They make that their own motto for the 
future, and the city gains materially be- 
cause of such adoption. What is apparent 
from. conversation with any group of young 
business men of Chicago might just as well 
be shown in the schools. Not to blow and 
to brag and then to fail in securing results, 
but to feel, and to say “I can’ and then 
follow that with “ I will ” is certainly worth 
the suggesting to the bays and girls whoare 
to make the men and women of the future.

The lure of the Traders’ Insurance 
company + oltith out how much easier it is 
to be wise after the fact than before. It 
might have been assumed a month ago that 
it was unwise to risk in a single city losses 
which exceeded the available assets of the 
company. ‘There is a law. which forbids a 
national bank to loan to one individual more 
than 10 peor cent of its capital, yet it is no 
more dangerous for a bank to make larger 
loans than it is to risk all the eapital of an 
insurance company in one city, and that an 
extra dangerous one. But no one thought 
of ita month ago. 

San Francisco had been regarded by the 
companies as easy money. The city was 90 
per cent wood, and {that meant high rates of 
insurance, while the danger of a great fi 
was believed to be small, in spite of al 
warnings. Redwood, which was used in 
the wooden houses of San Francisco, burns 
slowly, and with an adequate water supply 
a fire started in one place could be ex- 
tinguished easily. There had been no ex- 
tensive fire in San Francisco for years. The 
coincidence of a cutting off of the water 
supply at the same time that fires broke out 
in a hundred places had not been dreamed 
of by any one. It must be taken into ac- 
count in the future. There is no way to 
make a recurrence of the disaster impos- 
sible except to make every building, fire- 
proof, and that is not possible in an im- 

poverished community. , 

The. Traders’ affair shows that it is im- 
pertant to a policyholder to know what 
risks the company is running. A large 
amount of new business means an increase 
of risk, and unless well distributed may 
mean that the insurance company is weaker 
inetead of stronger. A company whose risks 
in one city amount to 25 per cent of its 
assets is safer than.a wealthier one whose 
risks in one city are'125 per cent of its 
assets.

Now the member of the family who came 
to this country and who, ifalive, would stand 
immediately third In the line of succession to 
the Egmont peerages andeéstates would have 
been old Spencer Perceval’s only son, Henry 
Godfrey Perceval. He settled in Nebraska 
and was murdered, wages with his wife 
and only child, on Sept. 29, 1884. The crime, 
which was perpetrated under circumstances 
of particular atrocity, created no end of a 
sensation at the time, and of course the news- 
papers, in recording the tragedy, did not fall 
to recall the fact that a granduncle of the 
victim, the Rt. Hon. Spencer Perceval, while 
premier, was assassinated in the lobby of 
the house of commons. This*took place in 
1812, and 150 years previously Sir Robert 
Perceval, a famous duelist, was assassinated 


-in the Strand by murderers whose identity 


Was never discovered. 
It was the grandfather of this Sir Robert 


‘Perceval who may be said really to have 


founded the family. His name was Richard 
Perceval, and he attracted the attention and 
won the favor of Queen Elizabeth by his 
success in rapidly deciphering a number of 
dispatches captured on a Spanish vessel, 

written in a secret cipher, and containing all 
sorts of details concerning the plans and 
projects of the so-called Spanish armada. 

In fact, these dispatches conveyed to the 
virgin queen and to her famous premier, 

Lord Burleigh, the first authentic news about 
the Spanish armada and enabled them to 
make preparations for defense against the 
threatened invasion. His grandson, Sir John 
Perceval, stood so high in the good graces of 
King Charles that the latter not merely con- 
ferred on him a baronetcy of Ireland but 
likewise caused a remarkable and unique 
proviso to be inserted in the patent, to the 
effect that ‘the eldest son and grandson of 
the holder of the baronetcy should be created 
baroneta in their own right during his life- 
time on attaining their majority. Down to 
the reign of King George IV. the eldest son 
of every baronet had the right to demand 
the honor of; knighthood from the crown on 
attaining his twenty-first birthday—a rule 
which was done away with just before Queen 
Victoria came to the throne. But the Per- 
ceval baronetcy, now merged In the earldom 
of Egmont, is the only one Inexistence which 
prescribes the grant of a new baronetcy to 


the eldest son of the baronet, even while the 


latter is still Mving. 
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As in the case of many of the houses of the 
British ‘aristocracy, there is a hereditary 
curse upon the lords of Egmont. The story 
goes that the fifth earl of Egmont was ap- 
pealed to by a widow on his estates in the 
south of Ireland to postpone her eviction 
owing to the fact that her only son was dan- 
gerously ill. But the earl was relentless and 
had the widow and her son thrown out on to 
the roadside, the sick man dying a couple of 
hours afterwards as the result of exposure 
and the rough treatment to which he had 
been subjected. The widow in her bi 
anguish went down upon her knees by the 
corpse of her boy and cursed the earl asonly 
an Irish peasant woman can, praying to God 
that neither he nor any of his successors 
would ever have a son given to them to In- 
herit the peerage. -It, would seem as if the 
prayer had been heard. For.the fifth earl 
died without issue and was succeeded by his 
cousin, the sixth earl. The latter likewise 
died childless and was succeeded by a cousin, 
the late earl. The latter in turn had no chil- 
dren and was succeeded by his cousin, the 
present earl, who, separated from his Ameri- 
can wife (formerly a barmaid in London), but 
not divorced, has no offspring, while the mar- 
riage of his brother and next heir to the 
peerage, who was up to the Boer war a 
policeman at Johannesburg, has Hkewise 
remained childless. . 
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Nor is this the only curse connected with 
the lord of Egmont. Fora blight of the same 
character rests on Cowdray park, the famil¥ 
place in Sussex. It is one of those “ fire and 
water curses" called down from heaven by 
the abbot and monk® of Cowdray priory 
when they were driven out by King 
Henry VIIT. at the time of the refor- 
mation upoy all those who should there-. 
after enjoy possession of those lands which 
had been stolen from the church. Scoff as 
one may at these curses, the fact remains 
that tragedy after tragedy overtook the 
various families that occupied in turn old 
Cowdray castle and park. 

The last Viscount Montagu of the Cowdray 
line perished in 1793 In a foolish'attempt to 
shoot the falls of the Rhine aft Schaffhatisen 
in a‘ boat, a feat which. no @ne has ever at- 
tempted before or since. By a strange co- 
incidence on the same day that he disap- 
peared in the falls of the Rhine Cowdray 
castle was mysteriously burned to the 
ground, all its magnificent contents being 
destroyed and nothing but the blackened 
walls being left, and less than threé months 
afterwards his only sister and heiress, mar- 
ried to.a Mr. Poyntz, saw with her own eyes 
the death by drowning of her two only sons 
at the neighboring seaside village of Aln- 
wick. The present mansion at Cowdray is of 
modern construction, a sort of cross between 
a magnificent cottage and a chateau, is 
haunted by the ghost of a particularly \7icked 
Lady Montagu of the eighteenth century, 
but is surrounded by one of the finest parks 
in Sussex. 
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According to Sigurd Ibsen, formerly one of 
the cabinet ministers of Norway and son of 
the celebrated playwright and author, a good 
deal of pity has. been needlessly wasted on 
King Oscar as heartbroken by the loss of his 
throne of Norway. Ibsen relates that on one 
occasion when he asked the king whether the 
crown prince, as regent,,could not give the 
necessary sanction to the consular bill, which 


|} was one of the principal points at’issue be- 


tween the sister nations, Oscar replied: 

“No! My son cannot afford to incur the 
ill will of the ’Swedes.- Remember that 
Sweden is the bigger and more important 
country of the two. and that the house of 
Bernadotte was established there before 
there was any question of Norway." 

Anda day or two afterwards Price Charles 
of Sweden, a younger son of Prince Oscar, 
discussing the Swedish-Norwegian troubles 
with Sigurd Ibsen, exclaimed: 

“ Personally, I am convinced that ft would 
be preferable from every point of view for 
my father to be monarch of merely one king- 
dom. It is impossible for any one to be. at 
one and the same time, both a Norwegian 
and a Swede without detriment to one’s 
character.” 

Sigurd Ibsen states that he saw King Oscar 
for the last time in the summer, that Oscar 
spoke to him not only as if he realized that 
the separation of the two kingdoms was in- 
evitable but also as if he were relieved and 
éven grateful for having been spared, by the 
action of the Norwegians in dethroning him, 
the necessity of being called on to choose 
between them and the Swedish people. 

This is thoroughly in keeping with reports 
contained in private letters from the French 
Riviera relating to the stay of King Oscar 
this spring on e shores of the Mediter- 
raneah, The king is described as being in a 
much better state of health and in far better 

spirits than om the occasion of his previous 
visit, when he was overwhelmed with anxiety 


4 with regard to the solution of the crisis.

WATER SUPPLY FOR CITY OF PANAMA. 
{John F. Wallace in the Engineering Magazine.} 

The system consisted of a main impounding 
reservoir, at an elevation of approximately 
230 feet above the level of the sea, containing 
enough water to supply the city of Panama 
with 2,000,000 gallons daily, an average of 
the basis of 30,000 population, which was at 
least 50 per cent in excess of the present num- 
ber of inhabitants. This water was to be con- 
ducted to the immediate vicinity of Panama 
through a 16 inch main, and discharged into 
an auxiliary reservoir of 1,000,000 galloné ca- 
pacity, situated at an elevation of approx- 
imately 140 feet above the sea level in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Panama, from which the 
watef was conducted through a 20 inch pipe to 
a connection with, the distributing system in 
the city. 

Numerous delays occurred in the construc- 
tion of this water supply system, due to the 
fact that the last shipment of 16 inch pipe for 
the water main did not arrive on the isthmus 
until May, 1905—eight months after the requi- 
sition for it had been issued. The system was 
in final readiness for the delivery of water in 
the city of Panama at the close of June, 1905, 
although the auxiliary reservoir and the full 
local distribution would still require several 
months for completion. 

Evtn in the United States it is rare indeed 
that a water supply of this magnitude is con- 
ceived, designed, and executed in so short a 
time; and, considering the delays in securing. 
the material, and especially the difficulty ex- 
perienced in 6btaining the proper quality and 
quantity of labor, the result of this particular 
installation was certainly gratifying. And 
the credit therefor is due to Mr. Carleton E. 
Davis and his efficient staff of assistants.

There we were 
among a German people; here we come into 
a life which is in many ways like that of 
rural France, though sturdier and more 
democratic. 

We are glad for every vuuaeiine of May, for 
2:1 through Switzerland May is the glad 
time of the year. There is even a proverb 
bere which says that happiness cotnes with 
May mornings. Everywhere about us will 
appear a brightness 
that will grow with new moon, and will 
ushgr in the coming month of June with 
gladness. The pent up emotions of the hard, 
sold winter now will find expression. All 
Switzerland will sing. and will dance to the 
tune of violin and gither and to the steady 
rhythm of hand clappings. There will be the 
merrymaking of fajis, the persifiage of mar- 
ket day, and the varied blessings of an out- 
door life spent in the midst of natural beauty. 
Come, let us all rejoice with Switzerland, for - 
it is May. — 
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All that Lucerne was Feeping in trust for 
us we had no. difficulty in collecting yester- 
day. Early in the morning we sought the old 
bridges which. cut the river Ruess obliquely 
‘in order the better to withstand the force 
of ite rapidly running current. Both of these, 
the Kapellbrticke and the Mihlenbriicke are 
roofed over, to protect their passages from 
the wind and weather, aod both are curious- 
iy decorated with old paintings, done in the 
éghteenth century, those on the former 
representing scenes from the lives of the 


patron saints of the city: and from Swiss 


ristory, and those on the latter showing a 
grewsome dance of deaih, a procession of 
skeletons and horrid figures.. The old Was- 
serthurm, . formerly the lighthouse which 
gave Lucerne its name, was closed, so we 
cc uld not enter to see the’municipal archives 
within. 

We are giad, of course. Ohne of the ad- 
‘\antages of Sunday whe you are traveling 
ig that certain things are closed which you 
cught to see. 'Twould be a double sin to 
ttay indoors and study a museum on such 
a day as this, The weather is so radiantly 
lovely. The sunny air has gold init; the lake 
is blue as lapis lazult; the quiet of.a Sabbath 
morning blesse@ us with the soft shadows of 
its dovelike wings. Birds twitter, waters mur- 
mur—fuzzing lightly as they change their 
ecurse to pass the strong piers of the wood- 
en bridge—but even these, voicing nature, 
Lut emphasize the morning's gentle calm. 

We went to the Hofkirche early. Last 
evening, as we approached the city from the 
lake, we saw its slender towers, with crosses 
at the tips of the spires. The plainness of 
the building surprised us, after the splendid 


ornamented symmetry of Gothic edifices; «take the Bodell railway to Zatertas : ; 


and inside of it we got the-same impression, 
although its stained glass windows, its 
carved pulpit, and its stalls have beyond 
question an individuality of their own. Then 
we wandered through the quaint old town 
to our heaft’s delight. We must confess that 
we like crooked streets, and curious archi- 
tecture, and all vestiges of the Switzerland 
which stood before the day of tourists. 

Therefore, before all other public build- 
ings of Lucerne, we prefer the ancient Rath- 
haus, a fascinating sixteenth century struc- 
ture, which stands in the corn market, dis- 
playing with 4 proper pride its frescoed 
tower. that shdws the death of one of La. 
cerne’s heroes at the battle of Sempach. The 
place is closed.) There’s no use in our twist- 
ing the massive doorknob. Inside there are 
three interesting curios, the ancient council 
chamber with iis wooden ceiling, carved one 
foot deep in bas relief, the collection of old 
stained glass that shows armorial bearings, 
and lastly the ¢hased sword handle.said to 
have belonged to William Tell. 

Now for the famous’ “ Lion of Lucerne” 
and the glacier garden. near {t; We saved 
these special sights of the city till the last 
because of their: importance, and for the 
added reason that neither one is disappoint- 
ing. The wounded, lion is a heroic figure. 
Though the meaning ‘of the sculpture were 
unknown to you, if’ you had nevér heard of 
the brave Swiss guards, men and, officers 
who fell in defending the Tuileries in 1792, 
fearless’ to the last and loyal to their trust, 
nevertheless you ought here to be moved in 
spirit before ‘Thorva}dsen’s ‘kingly lion. 
Transfixed by a broken lance he lies dying, 
but sheltering the Bourbon lily with his Hst- 
less paw. , A spring issuing from the rock 
above the ‘grotto where he lies flows down 
into the shrub encircled pool below. Vines 


crowd toward the inscription and the names 


of the dead officers graven on the rock. 

Right next to the monument .is the en- 
trance to the Glacier garden, a remarkable 
relic of the ice period, which reveals.even to 
the unscientific observer the operation of 
that slow but not torbe resisted force which 
left its impress ppon the earth’s configura- 
tion. There are thirty-two holes here, formed 
by the action /of whirlpools; there are great 
circular stones worn into roundness by the 
joe's action on them; and an artificial “ mill,” 
operated. by water, which is turned on by 
hand; illustrates the process whereby the 
whirlpool holes were formed. 

Our final memory of Lucerne as today of 
our way to Interlaken we review the scene 
mentally in unwilling farewell is little dif- 
ferent in detail from that first vicion that 
we gained of it approaching from the lake 
at the twilight hour.
